THE NEWS. 



Tlis Jamaica insurrection seoum to bo en- 
grossing the allenlion of tba English press. 
Tho London Times attempts to make out ol 
the negro ferooitioa an argument against the 
civilization of the raoo, and excusos, lo b ccri 
tain extent, tbo indiscrimiuato slaughter of 
the insurgents by tho supporters of law and 
order. It is an imprudent thing, at boat, to 
draw deductions from what :s acknowledged 
to be imperfect information ; but to niako 
barbarities on the part of rebels indications 
of savage inRtinOts, and accept almost eijual 
barbarities on tha'pnrt of armed authority, 
as justifiable nets of civilized man, is a de- 
scription of reasoning which, with all the in- 
fluence of tho Times, will prove rather un- 
acceptable to the British mind. A journal 
that oould almost to tho last moment gloss 
over atrocities like those perpetrated in the 
Andersonvillo prison, and shod maudlin tears 
over what it was pleased lo term tho " hor- 
rible cruelties" of the Northern armies, is not 
likely to bo acccptod either in England or on 
tho American continent as an iufalliblo ex- 
ponent of reason or Christianity. The British 
Government soem, at all ovenH to viow tho 
insurractioti and tho means adopted lo put it 
down as demanding eorious attention, and 
have suspended Governor Eyre until tho re- 
sult of tho commission of enquiry shall have 
been known. Sir Henry Storks, Sir Edmund 
Head, and Mr. Charles Livingstone have 
been appointed to investigate the mailer, the 
flrat-namod gentleman exorcising besides 
tho functions ol a commissioner those of 
Governor. The London Spectator, with a 
little less prejudice and a litllu more 
reason than its more powerful contemporary, 
shows the condition of affairs that caused 
tho outbreak, and tho necessity of doling out 
more justice to the nativo population. Alter 
describing tho condition of the poorer class, it 
says: " To this population, over- numerous, 
poverty-stricken, and ignorant, the Legislative 
Assembly adds a number of colored immi- 
grants imported from India and usod up at a 
frightful pace, and reluses justioe, education, 
and a sound system of conveyance That 
Assembly is elected by loss than 2,500 voters 
in a population of 441,000, and legislates exs 
olusivcly in the interest of tho planters, 
These latter are as a body inheritors of the 
slaveholding idoas, nnd sometimes ol the 
alaveholuing morality, and they bavo refused 
all measures in the interest of the blacks , 
wasted half n million storling on ooolies, who 
die li Ico sheep, passed a whipping Act which 
recalls tho tono of the old Black Code, and 
imposed enormous duties on English imports, 
duties so heavy that, as was publicly stated 
in tho Assembly, the negroes wero falling 
back upon nakedness lo avoid the cost ol 
clothing as raised by the last taiiff. The 
■greatest grievance ol all, however, is the re- 
fusal of justice. Jamaica has been organized 
on the counlryMgontloman system, tho owturs 
being tho sole magistrates, and tho owners 
are said to be unfair towards tho colored 
population." With such a deplorablo con- 
dition of afiairs as this, it is not difficult to 
understand tho cause of the insurrection, 
and to feel that a greater responsibility rests 
upon those in] authority than on tho mis- 
guided people who' were driven into 
robellion. The lull facts of tho case had 
not, by last newspaper dales, reached Eng- 
land ; for wo sec tho Saturday Review evincing 
the most profound horror at the announce- 
men! in the Times that two hundred rebels 
had been summarily hanged, and calling 
upon -Mr. Cordwell to assume ibe supreme 
control of Jamaican affairs. When the des- 
patch reaches England, which was received 
here a litlle time ago 8tating that from two 
to four thousand ponplo had boon hanged oi 
shot, the Review will have something mure 
substantial to weep over and tho Time.-, an 
additional proof of rohol savagery and official 
civilization. 

The approaching death ol tho King ol 
Belgium soems to ho causing considerable 
uneasiness throughout Europe, and tho gene- 
ral anxiety is In do way lessened by the vieit 
of tho infamous Bismnrk to the capital ol 
Franco. Louis Napoleon, however quiet or 
however peaceful, has always some deep-li id 
scheme on hand which quidnuncs dotoet hy 
a motion of his hoad or a wave ol his 
hand. This time Belgium is to bo seized 
by France so soon as the breath Bhall have 
left King Leopold's body. As Prussia is the 
only power that would likely go to war to 
prevent it, it is surmised that her Premier's 
visit to Paris is to arrange about a quid pro 
quo for the spoliation, From Spain wo learn 
that tho Queen's unpopularity is increasing 
daily, that olliccrs in tho' army boldly indulge 
in ribaldries ol her and her uourt, and thai 
she is afraid to visit tho capital on accoui t of 
tho lll-teollng that is engendered against In r. 
Tho late Spanish imbroglio with Chile his 
not mended mattors, by increasing the num- 
ber of the Court's external enemies, France 
and England have denounced in the most 
unmeasured terms the acts of the Spanish 
admiral along the Chilean coast, and it 
is just possiblo that a rupturo may lal,o 
placo thai will isolalo Spain from tho sym» 
jialhy and good feeling of tho principal 
European port-eio. By news from Chilo it 
will bo perceived, however, ihat tho plucky 
South American republics are giving the 
Spanish admiral «nough to do, and while 
diminishing Iho number of his cffeolivo 
squadron, is making his operations along tho 
.•oast as fiuitlosa and ns disagreeable as lin y 
can well ho. In contradistinction to this 
agassivo nnd overbearing policy of Spain 
it is gratifying to record the fact Ihat a stop 
id ai last to bn put to the importation ol 

(laves in the Spanish West Indies. A free 
America is lound lo nueesuilalo a free Cuba.

not sonsatlonal accounts of Iho effect of 
tho Feniau movement on the relations of 
England and tho United Slates. '' It 
occurH lo mo," says the correspondent in 
question, " that the most important duty of a 
public correspondent is (o chronicle tho cur* 
rent feeling of the country in which ho re- 
sides. Tho dry facta of Iho week's history 
you can readily gloau from tho flies of EDglish 
papers. Theroforo, I hold that I am fulfilling 
a duty in gravely directing your attonlion to 
the altered, tho suddenly allorcd soutimont of 
tho English people. I do not presume to 
arguu whether war will ho good or bad. 
That is not my province. I do not presume 
to oiler any opinion upon tho action, of the 
American Government. I conlino mysell 
rigidly to faols. I loll you thon that a crisis 
is reached. Will you havo ponoo or will you 
have war ? If you will have peace, tho pub- 
lic demonstrations of tho Fenians must be 
suppressed. A strong pressure is boirg 
brought to bear upon tho British Government. 
The people hero cry : ' We will hove peace 
if wo can,. wo will accept war ir wc must, 
but wo will not have both.' And this is said 
so loudly Ihat the Government cannot disre- 
gard it. ft is reported that by the last mail 
instructions wore sent oul lo the British Minn 
ister at Washington to inaka urgent repre- 
sentations to Mr. Seward, and lo nsk explicitly 
that an open conspiracy against this country 
shall bo put down by force. If suoh instruc- 
tions havo not boon sent to Sir F. Bruno to 
this effect, they will be sont quickly. At tho 
meeting of the Cabinet Council to-day, it is 
well understood that this question is to be 
discussed. What ynur Government will do 1 
know not, but I repeat ihat tho issuo involved 
is peaoo or war. This open conspiracy must 
be put down, or the friendly relations between 
tho two countries will lie interrupted." One 
of the in oil glaring instances ol unfriendliness 
as well as imprudence, tho corrosponden! 
allogas, was tho reception hy President 
Johnson ol the Fenian doputalion. There 
may be something in the fears expressed by 
tho writer, but from recent despatches wo 
cannot but feel that those fears are exag- 
gerated.

At 1 I o'clock 
a.m., tho doors of the Executive Mansion 
were open to fjreie.n Ministers and attache*, 
who wcro in full Court dress. Sir Frederick 
IUucc was the first to arrive ol the diplomatic 
corps, whioh was lully appreciated. Tho 
greeting appeared lo bo mutually happy and 
peculiar, aud, in fact, there is nothing in the 
condition of our foreigu relations to threaten 
tho disturbance of tho general peace. All 
the members ol the Cabinet, Justices of the 
Supreme Court, nnd other prominent civil 
officers, with Senators und Representatives, 
also paid the usual annual visit at 11:30 
a.m. The officers of tho Army, Navy and 
.Marine Corps, were similarly received. All 
were in uniform, General Grant aud Staff 
being conspicuous among tho group uround 
tho President. After the ueocrul reception 
all the colored persons on the premises, woru 
admitted to pay their respecls to the Presi- 
dent.

Tho London Times comments on General 
Sohofield'e speech at the Thanksgiving dinner 
to the Americans at Paris, nnd conoludes 
that the designs of tho Americana aro in- 
lensoly peacelul towards tho wholo world. 
Many foreign papers oro filled with specula- 
tions concerning General Schofiold's mission 
but none of them appear to know anything 
about it. 

Tho political ospeots of tho death r*( the 
King of Belgium are being digcussed. Some 
authorities tpiok it may lead to a change ol 
territorial boundaries. 

The Paris Siecle publishes the following : 
" It is said that in virtue of arrangements 
already concluded, and with the oonsent of 
England, Antwerp and tho sea coast uro to 
be givan to Holland, Plunders to Franco, 
and Loxumboarg, with part of Limburg, to 
Prussia, We huvo not seen the treaty, and 
therefore are not responsible for tho mistakes 
of propagators of the reports." 

A letter in Liverpool confirms the state- 
ment that Mr. Stevens is safe in Paris. 

At the silting of tho Court for tho trial of 
tho Funiuus, Friday, the 12th, was occupied 
by O'D.inovun in his address 10 the jury in 
his own delence. Ho commenced at tho 
opening of tlio Court, and did not close until 
after six o'eiock in iho evening. He insisted 
tint he had doue nothing criminal, nnd as- 
serted that his caao had outraged all law, 
and gave it nn his opinion that Ireland would 
never no free without lighting.

The London Observer says Napoleon is 
apprehensive that Maximilian will follow his 
Empress to Europe, and has prevailed upon 
the Mexioan Minister at Paris to proceed to 
Mexico and ondeuvor to dissuade Maximilian 
from abdicating. The Minister would sail 
on tho 12th inst. The Observer thinks he 
will not be ia t'mo, and that Maximilian will 
be in ICurope beloro New Yoar's. 

A trial haa been commenced in one ol the 
courts in London, in which the plaintill 
brought suit to recover iho loas he sustained 
by insurance on laying Iho Atlantic cable.

New York, December 29— I he Post's 
j Washington special correspondent says that 
a rumor is in eiroulation iha'. the governments 
of France nnd the United Slntea have arrived 
! at a definite understanding in relation to the 
' affairs of Mexico. The Emperoi Napoleon 
! has agreed lo withdraw the French troops 
from Mexico, and the United Slates Govern- 
ment ongages to prevent uny interference 
with tho Arch-Duke while he remains in that 
oountry, by the citizens ol the United Stutea, 
or other persons on American soil. Accord 
ing to this arrangement, Maximilian is to bo 
left to tho protection of his Austrian body- 
guard, and the Mexican people aro lo be left 
to make such headway as they can. The 
correspondent adds that these rumors uro not 
authenticalcd, but there is a general beliel 
in their truth. 

New York, December 30— A Washington 
speoial eays : The statement with reference 
to the exacl meaning of reiterated rumors 
concerning tho withdrawal of the French 
troops, will be likoly to receive oOkial con- 
firmation in a low days. When these rumors 
first appeared they came direct from Franco. 
Thero was u condition attending the with- 
drawal, and that condition, with the assurance 
from tiiia Government to Napoleon that his 
empire and Emperor in Mexico should not 
bo disturbed. Report says thu pledge had 
been given by our government that no inter- 
ference would bo allowed and tho reason of 
the administration guaranteeing non-inter- 
ference is no doubt the result of tho belief 
that the Liberals will be able to make sho't 
work of Maximilian when once the French 
bayonets aro withdrawn, but we ehould not 
bo too sure of this. Maximilian will still 
havo a good number of Austrian and Belgian 
troops to fall back upon. Besides the^e, ho 
has a contingent of 2,000 to draw upon yearly 
for several years to com". With the«u he 
may — Ihe United Stales pursuing a bands off 
policy — be able to establish his sway. If 
he does thero will be no other course left but 
to recognize him. Tho (lovornment ia oouj- 
mitted in its diplomatic correspondence to 
this recognilion when it Is shown that that 
Ihe Mexicau people havo accepted the now 
order of things, nnd Napoleon counts confi- 
dently on recognition taking place. 

The arrival of soldiers from France con- 
tinues, 1,200 being landed ut Vera Cruz on 
the 6th inst., and about 400 more on the 1 1th, 
all of whom aro being sent immediately into 
tho field. French cannous and other muni- 
lion:! and supplies are strengthened and rein- 
forced with heavy aud most improved guns, 
tbo work being carried ou as secretly as 
possible, principally at night.

Tho Pacific Steam Navigation Company 
were placing steamers on the route between 
tho opened ports. 

Admiral Psreja was treated with the 
greatest contempt and could neither land any 
body of men on the coast nor procure fresh 
provisions ut any price. 



BRAZIL AND PARAGUAY. 

New York, Deo. 27— The stonmer North 
America, from Rio de Janeiro on tho 2d, via 
Bahia, Poroambooo and St, Thomas, arrived 
today. 

Rio ue Janeiro, Dec. 2 — The Emperor 
returned on ihe 9th. The Paraguayans havo 
withdrawn entirely acrosa the Upper Parana 
by tho rouie ol Oonientea. The Brazilian 
fleet was at the mouth of the Paraguay, and 
tho allied army has crossed the Oorrieutes 
on its march to Parana, near Goseca. It will 
be sent in vessels up that river to a point 
joleoted lot further operations. 

The American emigrants, ohielly Souther- 
ners, represented by Mr. Culwood, have se- 
lected a site for a towu nenr Araguay, It 
lies between two small rivers, and can have 
railway connection with the oapital. A traot 
of 8,000 000 acres of unoccupied Government 
land bus been selected. Ii is expected that 
a flow of emigration from iho Statos lately 
comprising thu Confederacy will very soon 
set in. 

CANADA.

SANDWICH ISLANDS. 



Late papers from Honolulu by the bark 
A. A. Eldridge are fillud with interesting 
Btatdincnts of ihe doings of u schooner, the 
Themis, at the Sandwich Islands, which be- 
longs to tho British yacht squadron, and i« 
commanded by dipt. Dunham, Into of tho 
Royal Navy. Tbo Themis has been cruising 
nbout the Islands lur months. ,She was not 
required to enter at the Custom House, and 
wont nnd came freely among the Islands, her 
owner returning such attentiona aa he hud 
received ashore, by generous hospitalities on 
board. During his stay, the eaptuin seems 
lo have boon attracted by the charms ol 
Hawaiian damsels, und had persuaded one 
to accompany him to England. On learning 
that such was his intention, some friends re- 
monstrated with him, und reminded him ol 
Ihe law prohibiting natives from being car- 
ried out of the country without the permis- 
sion of the Governor ol Ihe Island in which 
they wore residing, and told him that he 
would not bo allowed to lake the girl, as his 
taking her could not bo for her benefit. 
However, on the day that the schooner was 
to leave, tho captain accompanied by the 
woman lefarred to, rode on horseback to tho 
wharf, went on board and set Bail . Ttie cir- 
cumstance becoming known, the steam tug 
Pele was dispatched next day by Govern- 
ment to overhaul tho Themis. In this the 
Hawaiiana were unsuccessful, and next a 
gunboat, the Nettie Merrill, armed, as tho 
Advertiser says, with two twelve-pounders 
from the old Komeharaeba, arid two old 
fashioned gunB from tho Nathienanea, (which 
discharge of'en through the touch-hole as 
they do through tho muzzle), ,t!;L. powder 
and sieel-pointed shot. Twenty marines and 
policemen were dispatched iu search of the 
saucy yacht, The oaptain's wife of this gun- 
boat aoted as paymaster and clerk. Oiher 
vessels came into port and reported having 
been chased by the Themis, which displayed 
a British Hag, and evidently desired to speak 
and board them, but remembering that tho 
Shenandoali displayed the same colors, they 
very prudently left the yaoht ustern. Finally, 
Captain Hanham touched at Waiulua, and 
landed t 1 girl whom lie had abducted, and 
at last accounts he was laying " off and on" 
somewhere on the weather sido of Honolulu. 
He addressed tho Minister of the Interior 
in what the Government Gazette torma u 
libelloua letter on the subject, and it was 
thought the afTair had not yet ended, as it 
smacked freshly of a defiance of law.— Ore- 
gonian. 

FROM JAPAN. 



Dates to November 4th. 
Thero is little news of interest. An ex- 
pedition consisting of several French and 
English war vessela was preparing to start 
for Osaea lo conduct business of a diploma- 
tic character, which can, in tho absence of 
tho Tycoon, be mure conveniently transacted 
than at Jeddo.
